Climax of Long Battle of Ballots Comes Dramati- 


cally Tuesday Morning at 1:4®, Coast Time, 
After Withdrawal of Palmer—Vice-Presi- 
dent to Be Nominated Soon After 3 oTIocfe, 
Coshocton Time, This Afternoon. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 6.—Governor James M. Cox, 


of Ohio, was nominated for the presidency by the Demo- 
cratic convention in the early hours of Tuesday morning, 
after breaking a deadlock which had held the convention 
thru 44 ballots. 
The end came suddenly and dramatically at 1:40 a. m. 


at the close of a night session, which had witnessed the 
Avithdrawal of Attorney General A. Mitchell Palmer and 
the slow beating down of William Gibbs McAdoo, presi- 
dent Wilson's son-in-law, by sheer force of votes. 


The nomination was finally accomplished by acclama- 


tion at the end of the forty-fourth ballot, and Governor 
Cox will go into the official records as the unanimous 
choice of his party. 
. 
Actually, at the time of his nomination, the Ohiojgov- 


ernor had 712V» votes or 15 Vj less than the required two- 
thirds of the convention votes. 
However, when the mo- 


tion was made to make his nomination by acclamation 
there were half a dozen delegates clamoring for the recog- 
nition of Senator Joseph T. Robinson, the chairman, m 
order to register changes in their votes, which, if they had 
been recorded would have given him a substantial major- 
ity over the required two-thirds.

Civilians Must Bow to Military Caste 


/-pODAY, for the first time in our history, a military court martial has the 


'. 1 power to punish a civilian for "contempt." 
•' 
This little innovation-part of the slow but definite .aggrandizement qC 


the American General Staff-we owe to the Army Reorganization act which 
was recently hustled thru Congress by the "bis Army" combine of Republi- 
cans and Democrats. Hustled thru Congress, it was signed by the President 
and now is the law of the land. 


Heretofore great care has been taken to make sure that a civilian who, in 


time of peace, ran afoul of the military authorities, was not tried by a mili- 
tary tribunal but was turned over to the civil authorities, specifically to the 
United States District court, for trial. Charges might be preferred against 
him by army officers, but he was guaranteed a trial by a jury of his peers, quite 
in-the spirit of the old Mutiny Act of JfiSS, which sturdily declared: 


"noe Man may be forejudged of Life or Limbe or subjected to any kinde 


of punishment by Martial! Law or In any other manner than by the Judgment 
of his Peeres and according to the knowne and Established Laws of this 
Real me." 


But all that is now out-of-date. Exceedingly so. 


Article 32 of our old Articles o| War. describing the organization and 


procedure-of a court martial, said: 


"A court martial may punish at discretion, subject to the limitations con- 


tained in Article Fourteen, any person who uses any menacing words, signs 


- or gestures in its presence or who disturbs its proceedings by any riot or 


disorder." 


On the face of it this looks pretty broad, but a glanco at Section fourteen 


discloses the fact that the provisions applied only to those who were "subject 
to military law." A civilian accused of "contempt" had to be turned over1 to 
the civil authorities for trial. 


But—in the revision of the Articles of War recently made by Congress 


and tacked upon the Army Reorganization bill, tho phrase, "mibcct to the; 
limitations contained in Article Fourteen." was quietly dropped. "Any pcr- 
so)n" means today airy person—any labor leader, for example, who offends 
the court martial by his bearing, or any old-fashioned citizen who endeavors 
to "stand on his rights' in tho presence of a military tribunal. 


He can be tried then and there for "contempt1 and punished with one 


jnonth'8 imprisonment or a fine of nor more than $100, or both. 


It is not a very serious punishment, of course, but. the finnoral Staff is 


probably satisfied. The principle is established, and that is the main thing. 
Som« day they may slip an amendment thru Congress removing that restric- 
tion as to punishment for '"contempt"—actual or constructive contempt— 
•which can no'w be visited on the enlisted man.

When the question came up on May 28 in the House of Representatives

isb a civilian for contempt. It occurred to me that that was a dan- 
gerous precedent and I felt it my duty to call attention to it." 


i 
Mr. Kahn: "Mr. Speaker, the Articles of War were considered by 


a subcommittee of the Committee on Military Affairs of which the gen- 
tleman fr*om Pennsylvania (Mr. Crago) was chairman. That com- 
mittee went into these questions very fully. 
They had voluminous 


'hearings. A committee from the American Legion appeared before 
that,subcommittee and went over every article embraced in it. That 
committee felt convinced that it was advisable to retain that section 
and they so reported to the Military Affairs Committee." 
Congressman Crago then arose and defended the change on the general 


grounds that it wouldn't do to let citizens run amuck In a court martial. Con- 
gressman Bee persisted "in bis criticism of the section, but no one came to his 
rescue and the thing went thru! 


An examination of the printed hearings hold by Mr. Crago's subcommit- 


tee shows that the legislative committee of the American Legion indorsed the 
bill: 


Mr. Hull: 
"As 1 understand it. you have reviewed the Articles of 


War as proposed here, and you agree that they are all right?" 


Mr. Miller: 
(Chairman of the Legislative Committee of the Amer- 


ican Legion): 
"We agree that, representing the American Legion, 


we are in thoro accord with this amendment and merely want to come 
before you formally and tell you that we are In favor of this proposed 
legislation." 
, 


Mr. Hull: 
"Have you any objection to any of the changes pro- 


posed by General Crwwder?" 


Mr. Miller: "We have no objection to them. We realize that they 


are largely administrative, and we are very glad to know by his testi- 
mony and that of his assistants given here this morning that they 
have agreed to the chatnges proposed in the amendment."
